Shown by the 92% increase in searches 


for hotels in New Zealand after The 
Lord of the Rings trilogy. 


(b) Possible evidence showing 
understanding of why locals would have 
been excited by the filming. 


Spectre was filmed in the historic part 
of Mexico City during a Day of the 
Dead parade so spectacular that the 
city looked amazing. 


Authentic/exciting atmosphere with 
the flavours, aromas, colours, and 
costumes (skeletons). 


e 250 000 paper flowers. 


e An advertisement not only for the 
city and its monuments, but its rich 
culture. 


e An increase in tourist numbers would 
result in revenue for locals. 


e 1 500 extras means locals get to 
participate. 


The flavours, aromas, and colours of a 
genuine festival brought to life, details 
like the flowers, giant skeletons 
recreating the enthusiasm and 
happiness of the festival. 


The decorations and the 1 500 extras 
made it feel like it was truly the Day of 
the Dead again, and this is an exciting 
and happy time for the inhabitants so 

they got to live this event twice. 


Participation was not only fun, but a 
source of revenue for locals. 
As would be an increase in tourist 


numbers (2 million of 11 million tourists 
are international and this can improve).
